Verdict of Wiltal Murder Re- 
turned Against American. 


CASE GOES TO HIGHER COURT 


Death of Belle Elmore, the Actress, 
Is Charged to the American Dentist 
By English Jury—Case Attracted 
World Wide Attention, 


A London dispatch says: The cor 
oner’s jury has returned a verdict of 
wilful murder against Dr, Hawley H, 
Crippen, the American dentist, In con- 
nection with the finding in the Crip- 
pen Hilldrop-Crescent yestdence last 
July of the mutilated body supposed 
to be that of Crippen’s wife, who was 


known on the stage as Belle Elmore, | | 


The verdict reached by the coron- 
er’s jury was to the effect that the 
mutilated body found buried in tae 
cellar of the Crippen home was that 
of Cora Crippen, who had been wilfully 
murdered by Dr. Crippen. The ver- 
dict adued that the cause of death 
was poisoning by hyosin, 

No evidence beyond that given at 
the Bow street police court was pro- 
duced at the coroner's inquiry, The 
police announced that they had noth- 
ing further to submit.

ACCIDENT ON BATTLESHIP. 


Grew of the Georgia Have Miraculous 
Escape When Gun Burst. 

During target practice of the Atlan- 
tic fleet off the Virginia capes, one 
@f the big 12-inch 50-ton guns of the 
battleship Georgia burst on the first 
Yamge shot. The muzzle as far back 
es the forward end of the jacket was 
blown off. The crew miraculously es- 
caped injury. 

The accident was to the left gun in 
the forward turret of the Georgia and 
the big rifle probably was ruined. The 
report of the accident reached the 
navy department at Washington in a 
wireless dispatch from the command- 
@r-in-chief, Rear Admiral Schroeder, 

The Georgie is commanded by Capt. 
William L. Rodgers, and is the flag- 
ship of Rear Admiral Samuel P. Com- 

, commander of the third division 
of the Atlantic fleet, 

The acoident, of course, put a ma- 
terial part of the Georgia's battery 
out of business, but the battleship 
Still has thee 12-inch guns to work 
with and will continue the target prac- 
fice with them. It will not interfere 
with the Georgia’s participation in the

tic fleet, for another gun, which is 
built at the Washington navy yard, 
will be in readiness to replace the 
ruined one on November 1,
